extension of the kingdom of their common 
Master, to have separated without commem- 
orating his. death by partaking together the 
emblems of his broken body and shed blood ? 
Surely noone imbued with the genuine 
spirit of christian love and charity, would 
deny them the right todo so.

“late missionary and Bishop to Central Af- 
rica,”’ appears to be very much exercised in 
: Gud troubled in spirit, on account of 
i¢-véry uousual, and to right-thinking pee- 
ple, very commendable proceeding on the 
part of his Episcopalian brethren. He ex- 
presses a fear that this. event may be seized 
upon by “ restless and unstable persons in 
Baglend as a0 excuse and apology for attend- 
ing, from time to time, the attractive-services 
of the Church of Rome,” and that ‘it will 
Meuggest the idea of promises beld out by the 
Episcopal Church of this land of becoming 
the haven of rest by all who are: tossed to 
and fro by a wmaultiplicity of contending 
ereeds."’ The idea that a closer bond of 
Union than now exists between the various 
Protestant sects will afford an excuse for 
“(unstable persons,” either in England or 
Ameriéa, to attend “‘ the attractive services 
of the Church of Rome," isa very far-fetch- 
ed one, to say the least of it. Any one but a

of the ‘' discipline of the Chareh '’ as to cel- 
ebrate the Lord’s Sapper in company with 
“dissenters” Ts Presbyterian edifice. 
What must be the feeling of this ‘‘Riglit Rev. 
Bishop,”: when he hears, as he occasionally 
does, of Her Majesty the Queen, the temporal 
head of thé Episcopal Church, sitting under 
the droppings of a Presbyterian sanctuary, 
and receiving spiritual food from the hand 
of a disciple of John Knox? Surely the Dean 
of Canterbury cannot go far wrong in follow- 
ing the example set him by his illastrious 
and pious Queen. It seems to us that it 
would Ge very much better for the Established 
Charch of Eagland if there were more of the 
Dean of Canterbary’s sort, and fewer of Dr. 
Toser's exclusive aed illiberal character, 
within its pale.. With respect to Bishop 
Toser’s fear that the act of which he com- 
plains “will suggest the idea of promises 
held out by the Rpiscopal Church of becom- 
ing the havea of rest by all who are tossed 
to and fro*by a multiplicity of contending 
creeds,”” we should suppose that is just what 
every lover of the Church would most de. 
light in: What is the Church for, if it is not 
® “haven of rest” for those who are ‘‘tossed 
to and fro” on the billows of an unsetiled 
faith? “ Come unto me all ye that are weary 
and heavy laden, andI will give you rest,”’ 
is the invitation of the great Head of the 
Oburch, and therefore if those who are 
“tossed: to and fro’ desire rest, where 
should they look for it, if not ia the bosom 
of his militant church? We believe the great 
body of the people who belong to the Epis- 
eopal Church of Bagland will endorse what 
the Dean of Canterbury has done, and we 
leak upon it asa token for good te the Es- 
tablishment that men of the Dean’s learning 
and piety within its palecen so far divest 
themselves of the spirit of sectarianism as to 
extend the right hand of fellowsbip to his fel- 
low laborers in the great christian vineyard 
altbough not belonging to bis own particular 
Communion. The feld is widé enough for 
all, there is work enough for all to do, and 
it there were less arrogance and bigotry 
among the professed disciples of Christ, those 
who labor io bis vineyard would accomplish 
more important results.

Conocillor Drummond—Then I woyld move 
as a test question, that this request of 
the City Gas Co. be.refused. I should like to 
know whetber the Gas-Co. or the Council bas 
the control of the streets and highways. 

Conpeillor Hayward thought that it waa a 
matter of no importance, and one of frequent 
occurrence. Permission was continually 
being granted, and it would be useless to 
spend money on a mere test question.
